DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Line 5 of claim 1 mentions the controlling of sounds. However, it is unclear from the 
claim as to which component in the claim produces the sound. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in ( 1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Healy (US Pat. 
6,789,932). 

Figures 1-5 and their corresponding text teach a decorative lamp design with all of the 
limitations of claim 1. Like claim 1, Healy 5 s lamp includes a glass ball embedded surface (18) 
that outlines a shape as shown in figures 3-5 with a number of small holes (where fiber optic (24) 
protrudes). The remaining limitations such as a control unit, integrated circuit to control lighting 
pattern and sounds powered by a battery can also be seen in the teaching of figure.

5,517,390) shows a decorating Christmas tree that includes the structure of 
claim 1.
